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Killer drug fentanyl in Mountain View County

ily reverse overdoses of drugs like fentanyl. Alberta 
Health is making those kits available to people via 
pharmacies. 

However, officials say there are many side effects 
to naloxone. They range from stomach cramps and/or 
convulsions to blue skin and/or crying. 

She said it’s sad that such kits need to be made avail¬ 
able to drug addicts themselves as well. 

“How sad that you have to tell drug users to have a 
kit with them to make sure that they don't take a pill 
and overdose,” she said. 

She said in the past year “when we worked in pros¬ 
ecutions with fentanyl, we were looking at ‘this is a big 
epidemic, this is killing people’ and we were adjusting 
- with the Crown - what we should be seeking for 
these people who are pushing these types of drugs,” 
she said. 


been any fentanyl deaths,” she said. 

She said at least one call for service involved some¬ 
one who was overdosing on fentanyl. 

“Fortunately for him, there was someone there who 
could do CPK (cardiopulmonary resuscitation) right 
away and he ended up living," Carew said. 

However, she pointed out RCMP don’t get called out 
to every emergency that ambulance personnel attend. 

Carew said in 2015, more Calgarians had died from 
fentanyl use than from traffic collisions and homicides 
combined. 

“So it is quite an epidemic," she said. 

Carew says users have a misplaced confidence 
about the drug and their experience as drug users. 

“1 find with a fair amount of irsers, when I’m bilking 
to them about fentanyl use, they say, well, I’m not 
going to die because I only take two, and obviously 
that person who died last week must have taken 10.’ 

“But that’s not the case. They don’t realize - they 
don't think about - maybe there’s a hotspot; maybe it’s 
not all the same dosage," she said. 

RCMP in Mountain View County are taking special 
precautions to deal with fentanyl. 

Const. Carew says some drugs like fentanyl can be 
absorbed through a person’s skin. 

“So that means they’re skin permeable and it’s very 
important to note that if you come in contact (with 
it) at a residence or if you found fentanyl at the side 
of the road you can’t touch it,” she said during the 
Olds Rural Crime Watch Association's annual general 
meeting. 

“For us as first responders we take certain pre¬ 
cautions to make sure that when we’re dealing with 
fentanyl we’re not making direct skin contact with it,” 
Carew said. 

She said RCMP in Mountain View County will 
obtain naloxone kits, which can be used to temporar¬

Fentanyl, a street drug known to kill users in some 
cases, is being used in Mountain View County, RCMP 
Const. Terry Carew said at the Olds Rural Crime 
Watch Association’s annual general meeting March 23 
at the Eagle Hill Community Centre. 

Carew, who specializes in drug-related crime in the 
county, said fentanyl is one of the drugs conunonly 
found in the county, along with marijuana, cocaine, 
crack cocaine, ecstasy, meth and even heroin. 

She said according to Alberta Health, a deadly dose 
of fentanyl is two milligrams, which is the equivalent 
of two grains of salt. 

“A small, small amount,” she said. 

Carew says fentanyl can easily kill users because 
those who create it illegally in illicit labs don’t care 
how r they make it. 

“Often when they’re making it up in Ihe lab illegally, 
they're not figuring out the concentration that should 
be in each tablet. So sometimes you’ll have tablets 
that’ll have more concentration than others. They’re 
called hotspots," she said. 

“So basically, you’re going to get one pill that’s 10 
per cent potency and then you’re going to get another 
that’s 500 per cent. 

“You have no idea You have fentanyl in your hand. 
It’s basically like playing Russian roulette. You're 
taking the pill; you don’t know what the potency is. 
It’s not like it's being done in a pharmacy or a phar¬ 
maceutical facility - how we get normal prescription 
drugs," she added. 

Carew could not say if any Mountain View' County 
residents have died from using fentanyl. 

“I’m not aware that there have been fentanyl deaths 
in our conununity, but that doesn’t mean there haven’t

Rural mailbox 
break-ins may 
link to identity 
theft 

A rash of rural mailbox 
break-ins in the Didsbury 
area in late winter may 
be linked to identity 
theft because the crimin¬ 
als may be looking for 
income tax informa¬ 
tion such as T4 slips, 
Didsbury RCMP Cpl. 
Resus Organ speculated. 

The latest mailbox 
thefts took place over 
Easter weekend at Twp. 
Rd. 310 and Rge. Rd. 253 
and on March 30 on Rge. 
Rd. 274 near the former 
Midway School. 

The vulnerable mail 
might include things like 
new driver’s licences and 
credit cards, however at 
this time of year T4s and 
similar tax information 
can be used for identity 
theft, Cpl. Organ said. 

Direct bank deposit 
has all but eliminated 
cheques in the mail and 
the only other financial 
mail is bills, so a strong 
motive for mailbox theft 


has become personal 
information, he said. 

Purse stolen 
from truck 

A purse with cash and 
cheques worth approxi¬ 
mately $3,500 was stolen 
from an unlocked truck 
in the late afternoon of 
March 30. 

The truck was parked 
near the intersection of 
19th Avenue and 20th 
Street in downtown 
Didsbury. 

“You should keep your 
parked vehicles locked," 
Cpl. Organ said. 

Police urge: 
“Keep your 
stuff locked.” 

Police say break and 
enters and thefts are con¬ 
tinuing to increase in the 
Carstairs, Didsbury and 
Cremona areas. 

There was an 
attempted break-in at 
Specs Optometry on 10th 
Avenue in Carstairs over¬ 
night on March 27. 

Clp Organ said some¬ 
one tried to break the 
front window of the busi¬ 
ness with a brick, but the 
glass didn’t break and 
access was not gained. 


Police are investigating Stolen truck 
the incident and have 
video surveillance of it. 

Someone also broke 
into Cremona Forage 
Processors on Highway 
580 sometime over the 
Easter long weekend. 

Various items were 
stolen, including tools, a 
toolbox, a chainsaw and 
a water pump.

Dreeshen gives federal budget 
a failing grade 


Editorial 

Coal, electricity and 
climate change 

In Alberta, coal policy and electricity policy have 
become one and the same thing, handcuffed to each 
other by climate change policy. 

The province is replacing coal as its primary source 
of electricity with a yet to be named energy source that 
has less impact on the climate because it generates less 
greenhouse gas per unit of energy used. 

The provincial government says existing coal-fired 
generating plants, even newer ones, will bo shut down, 
but it hasn’t said how or even if it will compensate the 
owners. 

That has created uncertainty for the very large invest¬ 
ment in coal-fired electrical generation iuul the uncer¬ 
tainty is triggering chaos for electrical supply as coal- 
fired electricity producers return Power Purchasing 
Arrangements to the province's balancing pool. 

To oversimplify a complicated story, the PPAs are a 
tool in electricity market deregulation that allows owner 
of production to recover their operating costs and to 
transfer their production to expert electricity buyers - 
companies who are merchants of power. 

By returning the PPAs to the province’s pool, they 
become a public liability because the operating costs 
are still assured, but the province is on the hook to sell 
the power. 

The price of raw electricity is declining because of 
reducer! economic activity, but power bills are growing 
because of increasing transmission and delivery costs. 

The values and vision of the novice NDP government 
demote fossil fuel reserves, especially vast coal and 
oilsands deposits, from being the wealth of the future to 
being things of the past. 

(The only thing Alberta has more of than oilsands is 
coal - surprising as that may seem.) 

The fossil fuels of the Western Canadian Sedimentary 
Basin provided the province’s spectacular wealth, but 
now we are being asked to leave most of it in the ground. 

Tins is not to criticize the government for acting to 
reduce greenhouse gas and preparing to adapt to the 
changes that climate change will inevitably bring. 

The 21st century will see the collision between expo¬ 
nential human population growth and the technologies 
that supply energy, food and shelter to it. 

Albertans cannot claim an exemption from this col¬ 
lision just because the majority doesn’t like the pink 
politics of the newly-elected government that has faced 
up to the dilemma. 

Thirty years ago, Saudi Arabia Oil and Mineral 
Resonices Minister Ahmed Zaki Yamani said that the 
Stone Age didn’t end because the world ran out of 
stones, and the oil age won’t end because the world 
runs out of oil. 

The headlines of 2016 are telling the tale of the end of 
tire age of oil and the price Alberta is being asked to pay 
for the transition to energy technologies that are in the 
early stages of development. 

So what we have in Alberta this spring is a traffic jam 
of c oal, electricity and climate change policy without 
the traffic lights to guide the players. 

What the government might consider is to slow down 
a little. 

The current course of action is not affordable and not 
politically sustainable. 

The government does not need to abandon the des¬ 
tination. 

But it needs bring the market players and the policy 
makers together to collaborate on integrating these 
three policies - coal, electricity and climate change. 

Ask them to work together to make this work. 

Albertans are prepared to support change if they are 
convinced that change Is working to make the future 
better.

Red I)eer-Mountain View MP Earl Dreeshen has 
given Prime Minister Justin Trudeau's Liberal gov¬ 
ernment an F for its first federal budget. 

The Trudeau government handed it down on 
March 22, forecasting a $29.4-billion deficit for this 
year, and another $29 billion for 2017. During first 
fall’s election campaign he pledged to hold the defi¬ 
cit to $10 billion. 

“If everybody felt he meant $10 billion when he 
meant $10 billion then it has got to be an F," said 
Dreeshen of the grade he’s given to the first Liberal 
budget. “Canadians gave them (Liberals) a $10-bil- 
lion credit card and with all the other promises 
associated with it. That has to be all paid back. Not 
only did they go beyond that but there is an extra 
$10 billion for our children and an extra $10 billion 
for our grandchildren. 

“That is where the frustration comes in. It makes 
people say, when is the next shoe going to drop?’" 
he added. “Is it going to be increasing the GST? Is 
it going to be trying to look at something as far as 
general tax rates? Because it all has to be paid back.” 

While Dreeshen jumped all over the budget’s 
deficit forecast, the reaction was more sunny in 
Edmonton where Premier Rachel Notley said the 
budget’s employment insurance initiative to offer 
extended financial help to the unemployed was a 
“good start". Notley, whose government is releasing 
its own budget on April 14, said she was also "cau¬ 
tiously optimistic" on the Liberals' infrastructure 
spending intentions - $120 billion over 10 years on 
public transit, water, waste management and hous¬ 
ing infrastructure. Notley told the media on budget 
day her department still has to pour over the num¬ 
bers to determine its true value for the province. 

However, Dreeshen said the federal government 
has no plan on how the infrastructure money is 
going to be handed out to the provinces. 


“They haven’t said how any of this is going to come 
through, so it is very difficult for municipalities to 
say how much of this is going to go for w'astewater, 
how much is going to be for new projects that (they) 
might be able to deal with,” said Dreeshen, who 
passionately defended the efficiency of his former 
Conservative government’s Building Canada Fund 
for infrastructure that was first launched in 2008. “A 
lot of the dollars that they are talking about for infra¬ 
structure is backend loaded. It is not going to show 
up until 2019, about the time for the next election." 

Innisfail mayor Brian Spiller said it was too early 
to say whether the new federal infrastructure mon¬ 
ies will benefit municipalities. 

“If we have new money coming into the province, 
that is great. We haven’t seen any indication of how 
this money is going to be accessed. We don’t have 
the details yet,” said Spiller, who is also concerned 
over reports that extended periods for federal 
employment insurance may not be offered to certain 
regions in Alberta. The budget called for employ¬ 
ment insurance benefits to be extended by five to 
20 weeks for a dozen regions across the country 
impacted by slumping commodity prices, including 
most of Alberta. But Edmonton and the surrounding 
area, which have also been hit hard by slumping oil 
prices, were not part of the plan, and the provincial 
government is seeking an explanation. 

“They have been left out, which does not please 
me. Until we get the details of where it is actually 
happening I can’t really comment, but I hope it 
doesn’t happen in Innisfail," said Spiller. 

Spiller said he will get more details on the federal 
budget and how it might impact the region after 
it’s thoroughly reviewed by the town’s senior staff 
and officials with the Alberta Urban Municipalities 
Association (AUMA). 

“AUMA will be going over the budget and produ¬ 
cing us a bullet sheet of the main things that are 
going to impact our towns," said Spiller. “They will 
syphon through it. They have the experts to do that."

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Artist Delree Dumont lives a dream 


Dumont had been an artist since she 
began drawing and painting pictures 
during her school days. Breaking away 
from corporate employment gave her 
the opportunity to develop her abilities 
in a more serious way. 

In 2014, she changed her style to 
pointillism - and has been successful 

She participated in a SMARTStart 
program in Airdrie that offers busi¬ 
ness startup training to entrepreneurs, 
teaching them business skills, giving 
advice and mentoring them. 

“1 wanted to open an art gallery 
where I could show and sell my own 
paintings but more than that, a place 
where I could help other emerging art¬ 
ists and established artists and craft- 
ers have a venue to showcase and sell 
their work," she said. 

For months, Dumont could not find 
a suitable location in Airdrie with the 
right location, appropriate lease costs 
and the kind of space that looked like 
a gallery. 

She had a booth at a weekend market 
in Drumheller in the summer of 2015 
on a rainy day. A friend from Didsbury 
dropped by and said, “Delree, do you 
know that the White Raven Emporium 
is moving on?” 

Dumont knew White Raven propri¬ 
etor Cheryl Sword and what she had 
done to create a successful business 
that included arts and crafts. 

On Monday morning at the beginning 
of the business day, Dumont was on 
the doorstep of the White Raven. She 
spent two hours with Sword, met the 
landlord later that day and struck a 
deal to take over the space. 

On Oct. 6, 2015 Delree’s Native Art

Artist and entrepreneur Delree 
Dumont's resume reads like a page 
out of Jack Kerouac’s iconic novel On 
The Road. 

Maybe this page: "There was nowhere 
to go but everywhere, so just keep on 
rolling under the stars.” 

Dumont is Cree with her aborig¬ 
inal roots in the Cree community of 
Onion Lake, straddling the Alberta- 
Saskatchewan border 40 miles north 
of Lloydminster, the traditional home 
of her parents and family. 

She was bom in Chiliwack where 
she was named for the parents’ favour¬ 
ite neighbours, the Delrees, who were 
Belgian. She moved to Edmonton with 
her mother, Rema Florence Dumont 
when she was 12, after her parents 
divorced. 

“We were three hours from the 
‘rez’; my mother insisted we stay in 
Edmonton, but we also got to know 
family in Onion Lake,” Dumont said in 
a March 31 interview. 

She and her husband Sheldon 
Kapeller, a heavy construction driller 
(projects like highways), worked for 
Shore Gold in an underground dia¬ 
mond mine in northern Saskatchewan. 
When they were laid off they came to 
Alberta. 

Dumont worked as a purchasing 
agent in the oilpatch for Nova, Imperial 
Oil andTransCanada Pipelines. 
TransCanada wanted to take advan¬ 
tage of her aboriginal background in its 
community relations program. 

“That didn’t work,” she said.
